This Appeal Brief is submitted in support of the Notice of Appeal filed January 18, 
2006, appealing the rejection of claims 1, 3-7, 9, 10, 12-17, 19, 21, 23-27, 29, and 30 of the 
above-identified application as set forth in the Final Office Action mailed October 18, 2005. 

The U.S. Patent and Trademark Office is hereby authorized to charge Deposit

Appellant respectfully requests consideration and reversal of the Examiner's rejection 
of pending claims 1, 3-7, 9, 10, 12-17, 19, 21, 23-27, 29, and 30, 
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REAL PARTY IN INTEREST 

The real party in interest is Hewlett-Packard Development Company, LP having a 
principal place of business at 20555 S.H. 249 Houston, TX 77070, U.S.A. (hereinafter 
"HPDC"). HPDC is a Texas limited partnership and is a wholly-owned affiliate of Hewlett- 
Packard Company, a Delaware corporation, headquartered in Palo Alto, CA. The general or 
managing partner of HPDC is HPQ Holdings, LLC. 

RELATED APPEALS AND INTERFERENCES 
Appellant submits that there are no related appeals or interferences which will directly 
affect or be directly affected by or have a bearing on the decision in the pending appeal. 

STATUS OF CLAIMS 

Claims 1, 3-7, 9, 10, 12-17, 19, 21, 23-27, 29, and 30 are pending in the application 
(see Claims Appendix), and are the subject of the present Appeal. 

Claims 1, 9, 10, 12, 19, 26, and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1, 3-7, 9, 10, 12-17, 19, 21, 23-27, 29, and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e) as being anticipated by Straub et al. U.S. Patent No. 6,216,141. 

STATUS OF AMENDMENTS 

No amendments have been entered subsequent to the Final Office Action mailed 
October 18, 2005. The claims listed in the Claims Appendix, therefore, reflect the claims as 
of October 18, 2005. 

SUMMARY OF THE CLAIMED SUBJECT MATTER 

One aspect of the present invention, as claimed in independent claim 1, provides a 
method of distributing a document (12) of a document provider (14), with the document 
including at least one of textural and graphical information. The method includes registering 
document distribution services (24) of a plurality of document distribution providers (22) 
with a document distribution system controller (26), the document distribution services 
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including at least one of print services (241), electronic mail services (242), and print 
publishing services (243); receiving a distribution request (36) for the document from the 
document provider at the document distribution system controller; compiling a list of 
distribution options (40) for the document with the document distribution system controller 
based on the document distribution services of the document distribution providers; and 
presenting the list of distribution options for the document to the document provider (see, 
e.g., Specification at p. 4, line 20 - p. 10, line 31; page 13, line 24 - page 15, line 18; and Figs. 
1-4 and 7). 

One aspect of the present invention, as claimed in independent claim 9, provides a 
computer-readable medium having computer-executable instructions for performing a 
method of distributing a document (12) of a document provider (14), with the document 
including at least one of textural and graphical information. The method includes registering 
document distribution services (24) of a plurality of document distribution providers (22), the 
document distribution services including at least one of print services (241), electronic mail 
services (242), and print publishing services (243); receiving a distribution request (36) for 
the document from the document provider; compiling a list of distribution options (40) for the 
document based on the document distribution services of the document distribution 
providers; and presenting the list of distribution options for the document to the document 
provider (see, e.g., Specification at p. 4, line 20 - p. 10, line 31; page 13, line 24 - page 15, 
line 18; and Figs. 1-4 and 7). 

One aspect of the present invention, as claimed in independent claim 10, provides a 
system for distributing a document (12) of a document provider (14), with the document 
including at least one of textural and graphical information. The system includes a memory 
device (28) configured to have document distribution services (24) of a plurality of document 
distribution providers (22) stored therein, the document distribution services including at least 
one of print services (241), electronic mail services (242), and print publishing services 
(243); a processor (27) adapted to compile a list of distribution options (40) for the document 
based on the document distribution services of the document distribution providers; and a 
user interface (42) conf igured to present the list of distribution options for the document to 
the document provider (see, e.g., Specification at p. 4, line 20 - p. 10, line 31; and Figs. 1-4). 
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One aspect of the present invention, as claimed in independent claim 19, provides a 
method of managing document distribution services (24) of a plurality of document 
distribution providers (22). The method includes registering the document distribution 
services of the document distribution providers with a document distribution system 
controller (26), the document distribution services including at least one of print services 
(241), electronic mail services (242), and print publishing services (243); presenting the 
document distribution services to a document provider (14) having a document (12), the 
document including at least one of textural and graphical information; and receiving a 
distribution selection (54) for the document from the document provider at the document 
distribution system controller, the distribution selection specifying at least one document 
distribution service of the document distribution services (see, e.g., Specification at p. 4, line 
20 - p. 10, line 31; page 13, line 24 - page 15, line 18; and Figs. 1-4 and 7). 

One aspect of the present invention, as claimed in independent claim 26, provides a 
computer-readable medium having computer-executable instructions for performing a 
method of managing document distribution services (24) of a plurality of document 
distribution providers (22). The method includes registering the document distribution 
services of the document distribution providers, the document distribution services including 
at least one of print services (241), electronic mail services (242), and print publishing 
services (243); presenting the document distribution services to a document provider (14) 
having a document (12), the document including at least one of textural and graphical 
information; and receiving a distribution selection (54) for the document from the document 
provider, the distribution selection specifying at least one document distribution service of 
the document distribution services (see, e.g., Specification at p. 4, line 20 - p. 10, line 31; 
page 13, line 24 - page 15, line 18; and Figs. 1-4 and 7). 

One aspect of the present invention, as claimed in independent claim 27, provides a 
system for managing document distribution services (24). The system includes a document 
distribution system controller (26) configured to have the document distribution services 
registered therewith, the document distribution services including at least one of print 
services (241), electronic mail services (242), and print publishing services (243), wherein 
the document distribution system controller is adapted to present the document distribution 
services to a document provider (14) having a document (12), the document including at least 
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one of textural and graphical information, and wherein the document distribution system 
controller is adapted to receive a distribution selection (54) for the document from the 
document provider, the distribution selection specifying at least one document distribution 
service of the document distribution services (see, e.g., Specification at p. 4, line 20 - p. 10, 
line 31; and Figs. 1-4). 

GROUNDS OF REJECTION TO BE REVIEWED ON APPEAL. 

Appellant seeks review of the objection to the Amendment filed on August 2, 2005 
under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) as introducing new matter into the disclosure. Appellant notes that 
where the alleged new matter is introduced into or affects the claims, the question becomes 
an appealable one. See MPEP 608.04(c). [Appellant also notes that the most recent 
Amendment was filed on May 4 S 2005 , and that no other Amendments have been filed 
subsequent to this date. Appellant, therefore, assumes that the Examiner is referring to the 
Amendment filed on May 4 7 2005 J 

Appellant seeks review of the rejection of claims 1, 9, 10, 12, 19, 26, and 27 under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Appellant seeks review of the rejection of claims 1, 3-7, 9, 10, 12-17, 19, 21, 23-27, 
29, and 30 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Straub et al. U.S. Patent No. 
6,216,141. 

ARGUMENT 

L Objection under 35 U.S.C. S132(a) 

A. Applicable Law 

35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that "[n]o amendment shall introduce new matter into the 
disclosure of the invention." Appellant notes, however, that "information contained in any 
one of the specification, claims or drawings of the application as filed may be added to any 
other part of the application without introducing new matter. 11 MPEP 2163.06. 

B. Objection to Amendment under 35 U.S.C. §132(a) as introducing new matter 
into the disclosure 
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Appellant submits that the Amendment filed on May 4, 2005 does not introduce new 
matter into the disclosure and submits that the material of "presenting.„the document 
provider" is supported by the original disclosure. More specifically, with respect to the 
limitation of "presenting the list of distribution options for the document to the document 
provider" as included in claims 1 and 9, the limitation of "present the list of distribution 
options for the document to the document provider" as included in claims 10 and 12, the 
limitation of "presenting the document distribution services to a document provider 1 ' as 
included in claims 19 and 26, and the limitation of "present the document distribution 
services to a document provider 1 ' as included in claim 27, Appellant submits that this material 
is supported by the original disclosure. 

For example, per Fig. 1 of the originally filed drawings, the user 14 is the party 
providing the document 12 to the system. Thus, user 14 is "the document provider." As 
such, per Fig. 3 of the originally filed drawings, with distribution options list 40 for the 
document being presented to user 14, the list of distribution options and, therefore, available 
document distribution services for the document are "presented to the document provider." 
See also Fig. 7. The original disclosure, therefore, does provide support for the limitations 
"presenting/present the list of distribution options for the document to the document 
provider" and the limitations "presenting/present the document distribution services to a 
document provider." 

Appellant, therefore, respectfully submits that the objection under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) is 
not correct and should be withdrawn. 

n. Rejection under 35 tIS.C. §112 - second paragraph 

A. Applicable Law 

35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, states that "[t]he specification shall conclude with 
one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which 
the applicant regards as his invention." 

B. Rejection of claims 1, 9, 10, 12, 19, 16, and 27 under 35 U.S-C- §112, second 
paragraph 

As claims 1, 9, 10, 12, 19, 26, and 27 do provide sufficient antecedent basis for each 
of the limitations recited therein, the rejection of claims 1, 9, 10, 12, 19, 26, and 27 under 35

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U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention and, more 
specifically, that there is insufficient antecedent basis for the limitation "presenting... to the 
document provider 1 * in claims 1, 9, 10, 12, 19, 26, and 27, is not correct and should be 
withdrawn, 

With respect to claims 1 , 9, 10, and 12, Appellant submits that each of these claims do 
provide sufficient antecedent basis for the limitation "presenting... to the document provider." 
For example, the limitation of claim 1 recites, in full, "presenting the list of distribution 
options for the document to the document provider." Appellant notes that sufficient 
antecedent basis is provided within the claim itself for each of the phrases of this limitation. 
More specifically, antecedent basis for the phrase "the list of distribution options" is provided 
in line 9 of claim 1 (viz., "a list of distribution options"), antecedent basis for the phrase "the 
document" is provided in line 1 of claim 1 (viz., "a document"), and antecedent basis for the 
phrase "the document provider" is provided in line 1 of claim 1 (viz., "a document provider"). 
Regarding claims 9, 10, and 12, similar to that outlined above with regard to claim 1, 
Appellant notes that sufficient antecedent basis is provided within each of these claims 
themselves for each of the phrases of the respective limitations, cf. MPEP 2173.05(e) and 
MPEP 706.03(d)(Form Paragraph 7.34.05). 

With respect to claims 19, 26, and 27, Appellant notes that none of these claims 
include the limitation "presenting... to the document provider." For example, claims 19 and 
26 include the limitation "presenting the document distribution services to a document 
provider." As such, Appellant notes that sufficient antecedent basis for the phrase "die 
document distribution services" is provided within each of the respective claims. 

Appellant, therefore, respectfully submits that the rejection of claims 1, 9, 10, 12, 19, 
26, and 27 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, is not correct and should be withdrawn. 



ffl. Rejection Under 35 ILS.C. S102 
A, Applicable Law 

To anticipate a claim under 35 U.S.C. 102, a reference must teach every element of 
the claim. Verdegaal Bros. v. Union Oil Co. of California, 814 F.2d 628, 63 1, 2 USPQ2d 
1051, 1053 (Fed. Cir. 1987) ("A claim is anticipated only if each and every element as set 
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forth in the claim is found, either expressly or inherently described, in a single prior art 
reference"). 

B. Rejection of claims 1, 3-7, 9, 10, 12-17, 19, 21, 23-27, 29, and 30 under 35 
U.S.C, §102(e) 

Because the Straub et al. U.S. Patent No. 6,216,141 fails to teach each and every 
element of the claims, the rejection of claims 1, 3-7, 9, 10, 12-17, 19, 21, 23-27, 29, and 30 
under 35 U.S.Q 102(e) is not correct and should be withdrawn. 

Independent claim 1 is directed to a method of distributing a document of a 
document provider, and includes receiving a distribution request for the document from the 
document provider at the document distribution system controller and presenting the list of 
distribution options for the document to the document provider, with the document 
distribution services including at least one of print services, electronic mail services, and print 
publishing services. 

Independent claim 9 is directed to a computer-readable medium having computer- 
executable instructions for performing a method of distributing a document of a document 
provider, and includes receiving a distribution request for the document from the document 
provider and presenting the list of distribution options for the document to the document 
provider, with the document distribution services including at least one of print services, 
electronic mail services, and print publishing services. 

Independent claim 10 is directed to a system for distributing a document of a 
document provider, and includes a user interface configured to present the list of distribution 
options for the document to the document provider, with the document distribution services 
including at least one of print services, electronic mail services, and print publishing services. 

Independent claim 19 is directed to a method of managing document distribution 
services of a plurality of document distribution providers, and includes presenting the 
document distribution services to a document provider having a document and receiving a 
distribution selection for the document from the document provider at the document 
distribution system controller, with the document distribution services including at least one 
of print services, electronic mail services, and print publishing services. 

Independent claim 26 is directed to a computer-readable medium having computer- 
executable instructions for performing a method of managing document distribution services 
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of a plurality of document distribution providers, and includes presenting the document 
distribution services to a document provider having a document and receiving a distribution 
selection for the document from the document provider, with the document distribution 
services including at least one of print services, electronic mail services, and print publishing 
services. 

Independent claim 27 is directed to a system for managing document distribution 
services, wherein the document distribution system controller is adapted to present the 
document distribution services to a document provider having a document, and wherein the 
document distribution system controller is adapted to receive a distribution selection for the 
document from the document provider, with the document distribution services including at 
least one of print services, electronic mail services , and print publishing services. 

Independent claims 1, 9, 10, 19, 26, and 27, therefore, each recite that the document is 
that of a document provider such that the user of the method or the system is the document 
provider wherein the document provider is presented with and/or makes a selection of 
distribution options for the document. In addition, independent claims 1, 9, 10, 19, 26, and 
27 each recite that the document distribution services include at least one of print services, 
electronic mail services, and print publishing services . 

The Straub et al. patent discloses a system and method for displaying a rich 
multimedia document in the same window as a desktop window wherein a client computer 
connects to a computer network and retrieves a channel guide or list of content prdviders 
from which a user can select one or more content providers such that the client computer 
retrieves a document associated with a content provider selected from the channel guide 
whereby the document is integrated into the desktop window on the client computer (see 
Abstract). As such, the one or more content providers of the Straub et al. patent is the party 
providing the document, while the user of the system and method of the Straub et al. patent is 
the party that merely selects the one or more content providers and the desired document 
preferences (see, e.g., col. 3, lines 18-35). 

The user of the system and method of the Straub et al. patent, however, is not the 
party providing the document nor is the one or more content providers of the Straub et al. 
patent (viz., the party that is providing the document) presented with or select distribution 
options for the document. As such, the one or more content providers of the Straub et al. 
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patent cannot be considered a document provider as recited in independent claims 1, 9, 10, 
19, 26, and 27 because the one or more content providers of the Straub et al. patent are not 
presented with nor do they make a selection of distribution options for the document. 
Alternatively, the actual user of the system and method of the Straub et al. patent cannot be 
considered a document provider as recited in independent claims 1, 9, 10, 19, 26, and 27 
because the user of the system and method of the Straub et al. patent is not the party 
providing the document. Accordingly, neither the user of the system and method of the 
Straub et al. patent nor the one or more content providers of the Straub et al. patent constitute 
a document provider as Tecited in independent claims 1, 9, 10, 19, 26, and 27. 

In addition, the Straub et al. patent merely displays the document in the desktop 
window. The Straub et al. patent, however, does not provide document distribution services 
including at least one of print services, electronic mail services, and print publishing services 
for the document as recited in independent claims 1, 9, 10, 19, 26, and 27. 

For at least the reasons set forth above, Appellant submits that the Straub et al. patent 
does not teach or suggest each and every element of independent claims 1, 9, 10, 19, 26, and 
27. Accordingly, Appellant submits that independent claims 1, 9, 10, 19, 26, and 27 are each 
patentably distinct from the Straub et al. patent. Furthermore, as dependent claims 3-7 
further define patentably distinct claim 1, dependent claims 12-17 further define patentably 
distinct claim 10, dependent claims 21 and 23-25 further define patentably distinct claim 19, 
and dependent claims 29 and 30 further define patentably distinct claim 27, Appellant 
submits that these dependent claims are also patentably distinct from the Straub et al. patent. 
Appellant, therefore, respectfully submits that the rejection of claims 1, 3-7, 9, 10, 12-17, 19, 
21, 23-27, 29, and 30 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) is not correct and should be withdrawn, and that 
claims 1, 3-7, 9, 10, 12-17, 19, 21, 23-27, 29, and 30 should be allowed. 
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CONCLUSION 

For the above reasons, Appellant respectfully submits that the art of record neither 
anticipates nor renders obvious the claimed invention. Thus, the claimed invention does 
patentably distinguish over the art of record. Appellant, therefore, respectfully submits that 
the above rejections are not correct and should be withdrawn, and respectfully requests that 
the Examiner be reversed and that all pending claims be allowed.

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CLAIMS APPENDIX 

1. (Previously Presented) A method of distributing a document of a document provider, 
the document including at least one of textural and graphical information, the method 
comprising: 

registering document distribution services of a plurality of document distribution 
providers with a document distribution system controller, the document distribution services 
including at least one of print services, electronic mail services, and print publishing services; 

receiving a distribution request for the document from the document provider at the 
document distribution system controller; 

compiling a list of distribution options for the document with the document 
distribution system controller based on the document distribution services of the document 
distribution providers; and 

presenting the list of distribution options for the document to the document provider. 

2. (Cancelled) 

3. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, further comprising: 

linking the document provider and the document distribution system controller via a 
communication network, wherein receiving the distribution request includes receiving the 
distribution request for the document from the document provider via the communication 
network, and wherein presenting the list includes presenting the list of distribution options for 
the document to the document provider via the communication network. 

4. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, further comprising: 

receiving a distribution selection for the document from the document provider, the 
distribution selection including at least one distribution option from the list of distribution 
options. 

5. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 4, further comprising: 
receiving a data file for the document from the document provider; and 
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distributing the data file for the document to at least one of the document distribution 
providers offering the at least one distribution option. 

6. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 5, further comprising: 
linking the document provider and the document distribution providers via a 

communication network, wherein receiving the distribution selection includes receiving the 
distribution selection for the document from the document provider via the communication 
network, wherein receiving the data file includes receiving the data file for the document 
from the document provider via the communication network, and wherein distributing the 
data file includes distributing the data file for the document to the at least one of the 
document distribution providers via the communication network. 

7. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 5, further comprising: 
converting the data file for the document to a predetennined file format. 

8. (Cancelled) 

9. (Previously Presented) A computer-readable medium having computer-executable 
instructions for performing a method of distributing a document of a document provider, the 
document including at least one of textural and graphical information, the method 
comprising: 

registering document distribution services of a plurality of document distribution 
providers, the document distribution services including at least one of print services, 
electronic mail services, and print publishing services; 

receiving a distribution request for the document from the document provider; 

compiling a list of distribution options for the document based on the document 
distribution services of the document distribution providers; and 

presenting the list of distribution options for the document to the document provider. 
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10. (Previously Presented) A system for distributing a document of a document provider, 
the document including at least one of textural and graphical information, the system 
comprising: 

a memory device configured to have document distribution services of a plurality of 
document distribution providers stored therein, the document distribution services including 
at least one of print services, electronic mail services, and print publishing services; and 

a processor adapted to compile a list of distribution options for the document based on 
the document distribution services of the document distribution providers; and 

a user interface configured to present the list of distribution options for the document 
to the document provider. 

11. (Cancelled) 

12. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 10, wherein the memory device and the 
processor are included in a document distribution system controller, wherein the document 
distribution system controller is adapted to receive a distribution request for the document 
from the document provider and present the list of distribution options for the document to 
the document provider. 

13. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 12, further comprising: 

a communication network configured to link the document distribution system 
controller and the document provider, wherein the document distribution system controller is 
adapted to receive the distribution request for the document from the document provider via 
the communication network and present the list of distribution options for the document to 
the document provider via the communication network. 

14. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 12, wherein the document distribution 
system controller is adapted to receive a distribution selection for the document from the 
document provider, the distribution selection including at least one distribution option from 
the list of distribution options for the document. 
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15. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 14, wherein the document distribution 
system controller is adapted to receive a data file for the document from the document 
provider and distribute the data file for the document to at least one of the document 
distribution providers offering the at least one distribution option. 

16. (Original) The system of claim 15, wherein the document distribution system 
controller is adapted to convert the data file to a predetermined file format. 

17. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 15, further comprising: 

a communication network configured to link the document distribution system 
controller, the document provider, and the document distribution providers, wherein the 
document distribution system controller is adapted to receive the data file for the document 
from the document provider via the communication network and distribute the data file for 
the document to the at least one of the document distribution providers via the 
communication network. 

18. (Cancelled) 

19. (Previously Presented) A method of managing document distribution services of a 
plurality of document distribution providers, the method comprising: 

registering the document distribution services of the document distribution providers 
with a document distribution system controller, the document distribution services including 
at least one of print services, electronic mail services, and print publishing services; 

presenting the document distribution services to a document provider having a 
document, the document including at least one of textural and graphical information; and 

receiving a distribution selection for the document from the document provider at the 
document distribution system controller, the distribution selection specifying at least one 
document distribution service of the document distribution services. 

20. (Cancelled) 
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21. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 19, wherein presenting the document 
distribution services includes compiling a list of distribution options for the document based 
on the document distribution services and presenting the list of distribution options for the 
document to the document provider. 



22. (Cancelled) 



23. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 19, further comprising: 

linking the document distribution providers and the document distribution system 
controller via a communication network, wherein registering the document distribution 
services includes registering the document distribution services with the document 
distribution system controller via the communication network. 

24. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 19, further comprising: 
managing the document distribution services at the document distribution system 

controller, including receiving a management instruction for the document distribution 
services at the document distribution system controller. 

25. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 24, further comprising: 

linking a system administrator and the document distribution system controller via a 
communication network, wherein receiving the management instruction includes receiving 
the management instruction for the document distribution services at the document 
distribution system controller from the system administrator via the communication network. 

26. (Previously Presented) A computer-readable medium having computer-executable 
instructions for performing a method of managing document distribution services of a 
plurality of document distribution providers, the method comprising: 

registering the document distribution services of the document distribution providers, 
the document distribution services including at least one of print services, electronic mail 
services, and print publishing services; 
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presenting the document distribution services to a document provider having a 
document, the document including at least one of textural and graphical information; and 

receiving a distribution selection for the document from the document provider, the 
distribution selection specifying at least one document distribution service of the document 
distribution services. 



27. (Previously Presented) A system for managing document distribution services, the 
system comprising: 

a document distribution system controller configured to have the document 
distribution services registered therewith, the document distribution services including at 
least one of print services, electronic mail services, and print publishing services, 

wherein the document distribution system controller is adapted to present the 
document distribution services to a document provider having a document, the document 
including at least one of textural and graphical information, and 

wherein the document distribution system controller is adapted to receive a 
distribution selection for the document from the document provider, the distribution selection 
specifying at least one document distribution service of the document distribution services. 



28. (Cancelled) 



29. (Original) The system of claim 27, wherein the document distribution system 
controller is adapted to receive a management instruction for the document distribution 
services from a system administrator. 

30. (Original) The system of claim 29, further comprising: 

a communication network configured to link the document distribution system 
controller and the system administrator, wherein the document distribution system controller 
is adapted to receive the management instruction from the system administrator via the 
communication network.
